During a six monthst stay in Burope in 19,60 
1 translated a book written by a German minister vho 
was a prisoner of the Russians for eleven years after 
the war. ± spent a week in the author « s- home in order 
to learn to ""know him and to proof the trans lationi He 1 
was delighted with the translation, but so far it has 
been impossible 'to get it published in the United States. 
The most frequent rejection I have encountered has been.:' 
"The interest of the American reader is not sufficiently- 
, engaged to make publication profitable .....*» 

The name of the book is AParkness^for Lights " 
The thesis of the book is "that there can never be agree- 
ment between the Communists and us because our vocabularies © \ 
are .diametrically opposed— when we say black, they say white 3f 
for the. same thing, and when we speak of darkness , they speak 
of that .darkness as light . The author speaks of Bolshevism 
or the Communist Cult as a religious framework without a God, 
but upon which Christian terminology is superimposed. They 
say literally: "Come to me { the State) all ye that are S' 
heavily laden, and I will give you rest." ^.'

Your book Mnslnvr»« nf Qecejt has only recently ^ 
come into my hands. The way in which you treat your subfrect^V* 
so nearly parallels situations in Darkness which was< written^' 
in German in 19£8,.it is pos itively ele ctrifying . Because ./** 
tne German book is a personal experience document, it 'could 1 
add greatly to information concerning the Communists— if I 
can get it published. I have the to ok rights to it, to the 
extent that it is, my translation that must anoear in E™<a ■*
